The collapse of the prosecution of 
Nicholas Tschaikovsky in §St. Peters- 
burg is a welcome surprise to his Eng- 
lish and American friends, In 1909 
I told the Russian minister, Makaroff, 
that it was his colleague, the minister 
of justice, that deserved to be sent to 
Siberia for the shameful way in which 
he was conducting the case.. I warn- 
ed him he was making -Russian juris- 
prudence a by-word throughout the 
world, 

There is no doubt Tschaikovsky was 
a revolutionist, that he had a false 
passport and that his arrest was justi- 
fiable, but instead of bringing him to 
trial for his admitted offences, the 
government spent two years in a vain 
effort to build up a monstrous super- 
structure of crime upon the slenderest 
edifice of fact, with the result that it 
collapsed the moment it was subjected 
to judicial examination.

Hamburg, Mar, 13—Addressing the 
Anti-Asiatic society last evening, 
Prince Henry of Prussia said that as 
u result of his visit_to England he 
could assure them that Great Britain 
offered to Germany an honorable and 
sineere friendship... The idea of ag- 
gressive action he added was com- 
pletely absent from the nainds of 
those in the British government. That, 
however, rested on reciprocity, and 
nothing must be omitted that might 
serve to strengthen the confidence of 
the two nations in each other, 
‘The old saying, “‘Contidence begets 
confidence,” he continued, “was here 
applicable.” 

He could answer for the friendly

MINERS KILLED BY EXPLOSION. 


Fire Damp Prevents Rescue Until Im- 
prisoned Men Had Perished. 


Wilkes Barre, Pa., March 13.—< ter- 
rible explosion of gas in the colliery 
of the Lehigh and Wilkes-Barre Cuval 
Company at South Wilkes-Barre to- 
night killed seven and set fire to the 
mine. The deadly after-damp gath- 
ered in large quantities and kept the 
rescuers back of the fire. 

Others ijn the mine at the time of 
the explosion were found alive and safe 
when the reseue party reached them, 
After six hours of daring effort the 
rescuers at the No. 6 collides of the 
Lehigh and Wilkes-Barre Coal Com- 
pany at South Wilkes-Barre managed 
to reach the last of the vietims at 
three O'clock this morning. By this 
hour the suspense of the large crowd 
at the top of the shaft, which believed 
the disaster was worse ‘than reported, 
was at an end. Death evidently had 
come quickly to the seven men and 
they had no chance of escape. They 
had gone for supplies and were some 
distance away when the explosion oc- 
curred. 

Six widows and 2 children are 
mourning them today, al) but one of 
the seven victims having been mar- 
ried. General Manager Huber says 
that he cannot account for the acci 
dent, the firg boss having examined the 
place two hours before the accident 
and pronounced it safe, An inquest 
will be held.”

Had it not been for the speed with 
which a chapel meeting was converted 
into a fire brigade, the prison would 
likely have been destroyed. So re 
markable was the. work of the con- 
viets that Watden John Francis later 
addressed the prisoners and thanked 
them as a body.

In connection with the school the 
animals are loaned to the department 
by breeders in the province, to be re- 
turned to the owners after the com- 
pletion of the school at Vegreville.

In each 
case the student is required to give 
his reasons for the placing. In this 
way views are brought out from the 
different students and beneficial dis- 
cussions is the result In this way all 
the various breeds will be handled, 
but no two lessons on any one animal

MARRIAGE SERVICE 
MUST BE AMENDED 


Sir Charles McLaren Wil! Introduce 
Eight Women's Rights Bilis into 
House of mone—Lady Mc- 
Laren Refers to Inferior Position 
Held by Women :# Great Britain. 


London, Mar, 13.—Sir Charles Me 
Laren has given notice that he will in- 
troduced eight bills in the House of 
Commons all bearing on the rights and 
irterests of women. His wife is the 
champion of this woman's chatter, 
which he introduced to 4 larve meet- 
ing of women at Manchester on 
Thursday. Lady McLaren deals witn 
Women’s wrongs in no half-hearted 
Jeshion. First and foremost, she de- 
mends that the Commons request the 
Gishops cf the Church of England 
in convocation to draw up a new 
marria service in accordance with 
we manly dignity and legal truth. 

“There is no doubt,” she said, “of 
the inferior position of women in this 
country, and the reason we are treat- 
ad sc Ly the working and other classes 
is becnase the church and especially 
the marrige service encourages sucit 
treatment. The passage in the ser- 
vice: ‘Wives submit yourselves unto 
your husbands as unto the Lord,’ 
compared the husband to a God. 

“IT do not deny his many godlike 
qualities, but I do not think man 
claims to have the authority of God. 
If he does, he does not get it’, 

Lady McLaren complains that this 
and other similar vows cannot pos- 
sibly be kept. Women married in 
the Catholic, Jewish, and Non-con- 
formist churches, can keep their mar- 
riage vows while the woman married 
in the Church of England cannot, she 
thinks. She refers to man’s false 
vow: ‘With all my worldly goods | 
thee endow.” 

“The husband says that in the pre- 
sence of God and the assembled com- 
pany. It is not truth. It is one 
great, thumping lic, and there is no 
other word for it,” she declares,

ing car. 

The city car was waiting to make 
connections with the packing plant 
car, on the first trip of the morning. 
It came up on schedule time at the 
usual speed. Motorman Williamson 
threw on the brakes to bring his car 
| to a standstill near the other, but the 
| wheels failed to grip the slippery rails 
and with considerable momentum the 
packing plant car crashed into the 
rear of No. 14, and plowed its way half 
| through the vestibule before coming 
to a stop, 

The floor of the vestibule of No, 14 
was bent up against the door of the 
car and the roof was buckled up. The 
windows in the front of No. 2 were 
broken, the headlight was smashed 
in and one of the beams ‘was broken. 

Car No. 14, in charge of Motorman 
Barry, was taken to the car barns for 
repairs, but the packing plant car re- 
mained in commission, running into 
the city with its passengers. For- 
tunately none of the passengers OF 
men in charge of the cars were injur- 
ed, though several received a shaking 
up. Neither of the cars left the 
rails. 


NOT A MENACE TO HEALTH. 

The health department have made 
an investigation into the complaint 
of the citizens of Norwood concerning 
the Burns’ slaughter house. This in- 
vestigation reports that the slaughter 
house is in a very good sanitary con- 
dition, and that the Burns people are 
ve clean as the condition of the build- 
The floors of this in- 
stitution are made of plank, which 
| does not furnish as good sanitary 
conditions as cement floors, but plenty 
of water is used and the place is kept 
| clean. The complaint that was made 
was that of the offensive smel] that 
arose when the slaughter house people 
were rendering tallow. ‘This can end 
will be abated, as the Health Officer 
has recommended that the steam that 
comes from this rendering vat should 
be passed through a barre! of water 
before it is allowed to escape. This 
will remove the offensiv. odors and 
the nuisance will be done away with, 
Dr. Whitelaw states that it is not the 
proper place for a slaughter house, 
and in his report to the commission- 
ers he will ask them to ascertain if 
the Burns’ people really intend to 
build this season, and if .hey do not, 
steps should be taken to remove this 
place at once. 

When asked by the Bulletin if there 
was any disease arising in the Nor- 
wood achool on account of this 
slaughter house, he stated that he had 
investigated this the pughly and no 
thing of the sort h'd occurred as far 
as the school or auedical authorities 
could ascertain. 

The city has no intention of allow- 
ing this slaught)r house to remain 
where it is, as they stated this fact 
thoroughly at the last meeting of the 
council, but the question is that if 
the Buins Company intend to erect an 
abbatoir this season, and nothing seri- 
ous is resulting from the present 
slaughter house, the eity would not 
make them remove it at the present. 
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ALBERTA MUBICAL FESTIVA . 


The annual Alberta Musical feeti- 
val has gained a recognized place in 
the life of the province. Started two 

ara ago in the city of Edmonton ‘t 

ad as its object the uplifting of the 
divine art of music throughout the 
sp and breadth of the province 
Fashioned somewhat after the Nation; 
al Fisteddfoids held 
Wales and which have become known 
the world over, competitions were in- 
augurated for church choirs, male 
choruses, amateur vocalists and pian- 
ista. All these competitions were open 
to the entire province. The interest 
manifested the first year was phen- 
omenal. Entries came from all parts 
and when the competitions opened on 
May 4th, every class was well filled 
with competitors. The results were 
gratifying in the extreme. Two com: 

étent musicians from the city of 

innipeg were engaged as adjudica- 
tors and the talent presented was a 
revelation of what the province really 
possessed. Almost every section of 
Alberta was represented, the bulk of 
the honors being won by the visiting 
competitors. 

With such a beginning the second 
festival opened under splendid aus- 
pices, New features were added, ad- 
ditional prizes being given for female 
choruses, violinists, choral societies 
and bands. Even greater achievement

The same two adjudicators were en- 
gaged and noted vast improvement 
over the preceding year in the various 
classes, On the closing nights of both 
festivals the grand concerts have at- 
tracted audiences of over two thous- 
and people. At these concerts the 
winning soloists have contributed to 
the program in addition to a chorus of 
almost three hundred voices and 4n 
orchestra of over forty instruments. 
It was remarked openly by promin- 
ent Winnipeg business men who were 
present last year, that nothing its 
equal had ever been heard in all the 
west, Eastern newspapers commented 
most favorably on the success of the 
festival and altogether it has proven 
of splendid advertising merit, to the 
province at large, aside from the more 
important feature of having increased 
the desire for and the ability to per.

$1,250,000 Paid ut at Rate of $t,225 a 
Minute—Reward Offered for Cap. 
ture of Originators of Canard 
Which Caused the Groundless Run 
—Thousands of Detectitves En- 


gaged. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Mar, 13—After as 
vigorous a run upon a banking house 
as has ever been known in Cleveland, 


the stampede depcsitors of the So- 


ciey for Savings gained their equi- 
librium and yesterday morning the 
panic was over. In the two days and 
a half that the run lasted, $1,250,000 
was paid, at the rat» of $1,225 a min- 
ute. As the major'ty of deposits af- 
fected were small ones, hundreds am- 
ounting to less than $100, the record 
made by tlie bank in handling this 
withdrawa! is regarded as remarkable. 

Spurred on by the offer of $7,000 in 
rewards, “$1,000 of which is personally 
offered ‘by Former Governor Myron 
T. Herrick, president of the bank, 
thousands’ of amateur detectives are 
now searching for the originators of 
the groundless reports on which the 
run was ‘based, M) 

In addition, several detective agen- 
cies have been employed by the bank, 
and the municipal secret service force 
has joined in the quest, as the offence 
is a criminal one in this state. I¢
